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Medicare Launched 

M OICARE comes to British Coiumbit today. 

It if the day on which the provincial govem- 
■ent't scheme announced earlier this year goes into 
effect. vy 

While it does not give automatic health protection 
to everyone, nor does it give the full coverage such as 
to offend in Britain, it is an Imporunt step towards 
taking the disaster element out of ill-health so far as 
aronomics alv emcerned. 

B.C.'s new metfcare is voluntary. Those who 
have protection from other schemes may remain ; 
toider those umlM«Uas if they wish to do so. Con¬ 
versely titose who currently have no coverage may, If 

tey wish, remain In that position. _ 

But what mecfcare does offer Is the same chance 
without medical examination to every citizen to get 
protection at a rate within the reach of most, and this 
la a thing which none of the private schemes was 
willing to do. 

The B.C charges are S5 a. month for a ringle 
person: $10 for two persons and $12.50 for three or 
wore in tiw family. The rates are halved by govern¬ 
ment subsidy (or persom who do not make enough to 
pay taxes. 

In addltitm. the B.C scheme has an advantage , 
Over private sdteme^ that it covers the.fees of oateo- , 
paths as well as limited amounts for physiotherapy, 
chiropractics and naturopathy which most of the 
existing insurance plans do not. 

, Dentistry, so important a cost factor lo those 
with large families, is still excluded, of course, but the 
B.C. scheme Is one which should be fairly easily 
adaptable to the national medicare scheme when that 
eventually comes along. 

Most doctors an^csr to think tl» scheme will be 
a valuable addition to the hospitalization protection 
which the citizens of B.C. have enjoyed for over a 
d(»en yean, and the government's experiment will be 
doaely watched right across Canada. 

Tbe B.C. step is also interesting in that it com¬ 
pletes provincial medicare so far as the far west of 
Canada is concerned. Saskatchewan and Alberta 
already have medlcatp schemes in operation, and they, 
along with B.C., are the wily provinces so far In Can¬ 
ada to offer this service. 

Friends in Need 

r lS A tragedy that the rivalries of India and Paki¬ 
stan should have led to a recurrence of hostilities 
in that iovriy and lonely country of Kashmir. It Is 
the more regrettable since from this distance, there 
•eems no ic^cal reason why a simple solution should 
not be found. 

Self-determination w'ould seem to be the answer. 
In fact, after the United Natlcms had established 
a cease-fire line during the India-Pakistan collision of 
1948, a plebiscite on whether the Kashmiri wanted to 
accede to New Delhi or Rawalpindi blandishments was 
a part of the terms of setUement of the dispute. 

Now, 17 years later, there has been no pieblacita, 
and the precarious cease-fire, broken almost daily 
through the years, has collapsed under pressure of 
arms. 

The rights of the rlvtos for tbe control of the four 
minion people of Kashmir and ita 83,000 square miles 
of rocky valleys and towering mountains are compS- 
ca^ by the fact that the last maharajah, a Hirm,' 
ceded his country to India and that the prepanderance 
' of the population is Moslem and, therefore, religiously 
In sympathy with Pakistan. And the ties of Islam 
■re as strong to thaw of Mood. 

India's leaders freely admit that a plebiscite would 
InevitaMy join Kashmir with Pakistan, the moit popu¬ 
lous Mwtom nation oq earth. 

So, once having agreed to such a step, why has 
New Delhi subsequently opposed it? Eor one reason, 
justifiably or not, India believes that Pakistan is draw¬ 
ing closer to IM China and that Kashmir, which 
boitkn on China. Rusria and Af^anistan, as well as 
Inctia and Pakistan, is of strategic importance to her; 
a bsstion, in fact, against aggreaslon from the north. 

Fellow members of the Commonwealth, apart 
from religious convictions, will be reluctant to take 
■idea in this dispute. Hern, (hen, is an opportunity for 
their frienrfly Intervention. Canada could, and should, 
take the lead in bringing to negotiation these nor¬ 
mally ktaidly and admirable people. 

Meanwhile, synfpathy will surround the embattled 
Kasl^ri . . . tite unfortunates in the middle of the 
mes. 

Public Concern 

ACCESS TO Vancouver Island logging road.s for 
general recreation, including hunting and fishing, 
is a concession won from the operators largely . 
through the efforts of fish and game clubs and im- 
prorinf co-operation from the general public. 

A recent announcement that ten logging com¬ 
panies in the Sooke-Leechtown area had agreed to 
open thitir roatfa to another 64 square miles of great 
■port country will gratify those members of the Vic¬ 
toria Flah and Game Club tha^ worked so hard for it 
and the countless people it benefits. 

It must be remembered, however, by those who 
use company-built roads that they are travelling 
under a revocable permit, so to speak. During periods 
of fire hazard the roads may be closed. Where there 
Is eqitipment working trestle signs will warn, "Hunter 
■ Road Block.” Th^ ilgns must be respected by 
everyone. They will mean that the road is closed 
because it Is dangerous to travel. 

The logging companies have been generous in this 
matter Bf access because sportsmen have proved they 
can be trusted not to take foolish risks and, among 
other thingii can provide a certain amount of protec¬ 
tion against spot fires and the enevitable vandal. 

Peraons l^t upon damage or destruction of prop¬ 
erty will not be stopped by a trestle road sign, of 
course, orx gate. But the fact that people of integ¬ 
rity, with the public interest in mind, may be in the 
ai'ea should discxairagfi lawlessness. 

Some ctfmpaoiea have built boat launching rami». 
campsites and picnic grounds on their holdings, as at 
Comox Lake, Fairy Lake and Cowichan Lake. The 
public has welcomt^ these benefits and has shown 
appreciation by Its protective attitude. 

Originally fish and game chib members w’on tim- 
berland acces.s for themselves, but they have cam¬ 
paigned assiduously and disinterested^ for general 
arcett and the wider enjoyment of areas emc* re¬ 
stricted. ^ .

Af I mentioned.yesterday, I have 
received many hundreds ot letters 
from readers reporting on the results 
they obtained from the Early Giant 
Multlflora sweet pea seeds we dis¬ 
tributed last spring. In studying this 
mass of mail, certain facts emerge, 
and I think now that we can make 
a fair appraisal of the new sweet pea. 

The outstanding feature, men¬ 
tioned In almost every letter, is the 
length and stoutness of the stem, 
and this is all the more astounding 
when one considers the fact that these 
vines were NOT grown on the cor¬ 
don system but just allowed to 
ramble at will up strings or^on 
dUcken wire netting, wlthi no pruning 
or training at all. Stems up to 24 
Inches long were reported, with the 
average around 14 inches. 


tike Siamese twins, and not to be con¬ 
sidered a virtue. 

Judging by my mail, these tweet 
peas are definitely earlier, coming 
into bloom up to two weeks ahead of 
other kinds. Stnngely enough, it 
didn't seem to make very much 'dif¬ 
ference whether the seeds were given 
an indoor start or planted outdoors. 
The readers who simply bunged their 
free seeds in the ground fared just 
siwut ay well as Thtwe who cM«iled 
their plants. 


The range of colohs was a bit ills- 
appointing, but I suppose thLs is to 
be.expected so early in the life of a 
new breed. Reported to me were 
white, white with pink edging,., pale, 
pbik, deep pink, cerise, scarlet, light 
mauve, dark mauve, mauve with 
wliite stripes, and purple. No orange, 
maroon- or J^e blue shades turned 
up, and of rabrse, we are no closer 
to the elusive yellow sweet pea. 

I don't thfnk the Early Giant 
Multiflora is going to win many 
prizes on the show bench—at least,, 
not until some of her faults have 
been bred away. 'Fhe placement of 
the (lowers on the stem is all 
higgledy-piggledy and they lace every 
which way. Several readm reported 
disappointment over the fact that the 
Invest flower on the stem was dying 
before the bloom opened—this is 
a frustration shared t^lh gladiolus 
fans.

Th> number of blooms per stem 
didn't quite come up to my expecta¬ 
tions. A number of outstanding 
sprays of bloom were reported, sevens 
and eights were fairly common, but 
the average wias around five. Tlte 
whites were the least prolific, while 
one of the mauves was an outstand¬ 
ing performer, producing eight atid 
nine very large blooms per stem 
consistently. Generally speaking, the 
blooms were a little'smaller and leas 
fillly than the Spencers. 

Almost everyone commented on 
the fragrance, and this was a big 
relief to me," for scent Is usually one 
o4 the first things sacrificed when a 
breeder tries to produce a bigger and 
better flower. A sweet pea with¬ 
out scent wouldn't be worth a pinch 
of coonfeathers.

The unusual .stoutness of the stem 
came In for quite a few comments 
too—one lady described hers as hav¬ 
ing the thickness of a refill for a 
ball-pont pen. Three ca-see were re¬ 
ported where the flower stems were 
wide and ribbon-like, as if two or 
three Stems had grown together, and 
these had up to 20 blooms per stem. 
This is a freak of nature—an abnoi'
